More Brutalities Reported From the 

Philippines. 

Washington. May 31.— The Secretary 
of War lias transmitted to the Senate 
committee on the Philippines a copy ol 
a report made by J. (.!. Livingston, gov- 
ernor of the Philippine province of Sor- 
sogan, 'Luzon, of the killing by soldiers 
of two native officials of the town. 

Governor Livingston concludes by 
giving his opinion of the case as fol- 
lows: "Upon careful investigation of 
the whole question, from my knowledge 
of the conditions existing at the time, 
ami from my personal knowledge of 
tho:;e most directly concerned, I am. 
forced to the opinion that the original 
order for the arrest of these men was 
absolutely unwarranted, possibly due to 
Rial-interpretations and ovor-zealousnoss 
on the part of the corporal that the two 
prisoners killed did not attempt to es- 
cape, and that the killing was murder." 



Rescue Parties Are Working Con- 
tinuously by Night and 
Day. 



Report That Uncertificated Men 
Were Employed in Mines 
Denied. 



The following despatches were receiv- 
ed yesterday by Colonel, the Hon. E. G. 
Prior, minister of mines: 

Fernie, B. C, -May 30.— One body re- 
covered today, making 1112, with lu still 
missing. Returned to No. 12 district 
tonight, where there are still eight bodies. 
The rest are supposed to be antler the 
falls of the roof at the end of this level. 

The counter air course is partly block- 
ed, and the roof of the level hanging, 
SO that it cannot be braced up, it must 
be timbered first. We can only work in 
one district at a time, as all the stop- 
pings are gone and the temporary breatli- 
ing leaks. 

Work has been pushed night and day 
since the beginning in four hour shifts. 
As yet there is no solution of the cause 
of the explosion. The effects of lire aro 
only noticeable at .small, isolated places, 
and no connection is traceable. Exami- 
nation, so far, has been confined to the 
working places tuid traveling roads. In 
the .search for the bodies of men iu No. 
1 district, it was found that they had 
traveled some distance, and were caught 
by the after damp, all the others were 
killed by concussion. The inquest is 
postponed till a week from Monday.

Your letter received. I am assured by 
Drlnuan that, the act has hoon strictly 
observed, and that every miner in charge 
of a working place holds a certificate. 
1 will investigate and report to you iu 
details as soon as the bodies aro out. I 
have heard no such complaints hero. Ask 
Mr. Hawthornthwaito for names. Brear- 
ley, only man on board, killed; Wilson 
is in Blainnore, but his son was killed.

London, Mav IU.— Field Marshal 1,0 
Wolseley unveiled a memorinl tablet t 
day to Archibald Forbes, the war cor- 
respondent, who died on March .'!(), I'.IOU 
in the crypt of St. Paul's cathedral, 
Lord Wolseley paid a high tribute to tin 
co i-respondent. 

A deputation, representing the owners

and river, lias no mountain ranges to 
speak of. The government -would be 
well advised by sending a squad of men 
North this summer to go over tlie whole 
district, not only the unexplored part, 
hut over those already supposed to bo 
surveyed. Poudrier's survey is far from 
accurate. When he was North, some 
people say, he did not go any further 
than llazelton, and his reports wore 
largely made up of Indian tradition and 
ais idea of a largo part of the valley 
was gained entirely from information 
furnished by tho Indian agent for tho.

Mcin- 
tosh, Aubrey Elliott, Arthur Duties ami 
Alex. Munro. A party of Anglican 
missionaries who have been in confer- 
ence at Alert Bay eatno down on a 
short visit, amongst them being Hey. .1. 
B. McCullngn, Itev. Mr. and Mrs. Trice, 
Archdeacon Collinson, W. K. Cnllinson, 
Itev. .F. Field, Misses Keen and Soal. At 
the conference they decided to hold the 
next gathering in either Victoria or Van- 
couver, instead of at some point in the 
North, as heretofore. 1>. E. McMillan, 
of Vancouver, who has been with the 
Bulkley valley expedition; Ii. Cunning- 
ham, the Northern steamboat, hotel man 
and merchant, of Tort Essington; 'P. J. 
Sclatcr, who has been installing machin- 
ery at the Alexandra—the new cannery 
- on the Skeena, and T. 'M. Keane, the 
traveling representative of the Colonist, 
were other passengers. John Clayton, 
storekeeper, came down from Bella 
Ooola; W. A. Wndhnnis, the recently 
appointed manager for the Northern can- 
neries in the dinners' association, enme 
from Rivers Inlet: M. Knglish, the 
Skeenn river canner, came from that riv- 
er; 1). Groves was a passenger from 
Kivers Inlet, anil Messrs. Alex. Monro. 
.1. Owens, J. Neidhart, P. Smith, ami 
.1. T. ICrkin were miners from Northern 
points. 

The Willnpa brings news of a very 
fast passage made by the steamer Hazel- 
ton on the Skeena, completing her fourth 
trip this season. She left Hazeltmi at 
1:30 p.m. on Monday last mid arrived 
at Port Essington at S a.m. next day. 
which is a record trip over the 200 miles 
nnd more of swift water. The salmon 
canners wore getting ready at the differ- 
ent canneries, and near Bella Coola good 
catches of spring salmon were being 
made. Them was considerable snow on 
the hills and the canners were hopeful 
of a good pack. According to news by 
the Nell, big forest fires were burning on 
Malcolm and Calvert islands, and n 
short distance above Alert bay. The 
N<dl brought 1!H cases of spring salmon 
from Herman's cannery, on the Skeena. 
"When the Nell was at Port Simpson the 
dead chief was buried, the funeral be- 
ing one of the largest ever seen there, 
('apt. Noel" reports that Dan Robert- 
son's party of miners have made a good 
strike of free-milling ore on Dundns isl- 
a ml. 

Mr. Mcintosh, oik- of the delegation 
which went to Blllkley valley, gives Irs 
opinion that although there is good lao i, 
much ns good as any on the lower Main- 
land, the valley is not a Garden of Eden. 
The coal tiehLs are extensive, and- the 
purely agricultural lauds fair, to good. 
The soil in many places shows rich 
enough to produce grain of a paying 
value, but the night frosts of July will 
militate against this. It is a good stock- 
raising country, food of all kinds being 
plentiful, and in some cases the lower 
lying soil is good for hay growing. 
' The Nell will sail North, taking in the 
Skidegate run, on Wednesday, and the 
AYillapa on Thursday evening. 



Red Rock and several cases of salmon 
marked similarly to that with wUien tlta 
Britisher was loaded were ptckeu up on 
a northern beach.

MADE GOOD TIME. 

New Steamer Venture Makes Successful 
Run on Second Trial. 

The steamer Venture made her second 
trial trip yesterday. It was a complete 
success. Her course was so laid out 
that she was half the time steaming 
against a strong tide__and head wind, 
and the other half with wind and tide. 
Her average speed for two hours' run 
was eight and three-quarters knots an 
hour. The best speed developed was at 
the rate of nine and a half knots. It 
was not thought dedrable to work the 
engines to their full capacity. If this 
had been done, her engineer is confident 
that 10 knots would have been develop- 
ed. This is better than was expected, 
and puts the Venture in the very front 
rank of freight carriers on the Northwest 
coast. Her work yesterday reflected the 
greatest credit upon her designer, Mr. 
McDonald, and upon the Victoria Ma- 
chinery Depot, where the engines were 
built. " Mr. Lligrin, with a party ..;' lu- 
J'os and gentlemen, went out on the 
steamer. The Venture will go ai <iiice 
into the carrying trade to Skagway.

An ignition of this kind 
might iu a mine mean widespread de- 
struction and death, but the proportion 
in the gallery of 2 in -10 is not consid- 
eicd too high for tie' reasonable security i 
of the miners, as it can practically never 
happen that a shot would be fired in a 
mine in an atmosphere approaching in 
the least degree to the inflammability | 
of the testing mixture. If an explosive I 

resists the temptnti (Terod by this 

mixture 38 times out of -10 reasonable i 
cure in its use for blasting will reduce 
its potentiality for harm to a minimum. ! 
Wasting, moreover. i s a condition of 
greater safety than firing from a gun; 
since in the former case the explosive' 
loses lieat in splitting the rock or coal. I 
while in the latter there is no outlet for 
its awful energy— a pressure sometimes, 
it is estimated, ,,r 100 tons to a square 
inch— except along the line of igniting 
the gas. 

After sufficient trials have been made, 
no explosives will be allowed the title of 
"Permitted," which has not passed this 
test. tFrom time to time the list -will bo

More- 
over, it contained 250 yards of dark- 
I blue and white jumlio plait, and no few- 
er than four men of vast experience 
were occupied in its manufacture. Wenr- 
j ing this, the largest hat in the world, 
even Lnblache, the great singer — who, 
overcome with emotion, once entered the 
Royal presence wearing a hat on his 
head nnd carrying one in hi-s hand — 
could not have become oblivious to its 
presence. It will be recalled by some 
old plny-goers that when Queen Vic- 
toria, desirous perhaps of putting the 
great basso of the century and her old 
tutor at bis ease, laughingly remarked, 
"Monsieur Lnblaehe, you have got one 
hat too many," Tho singer wittily and 
promptly replied "Pardon, your Majesty, 
there are two hats too many for a man 
who hns lost his head." 

In the early days of the last century 
the "topper" of the period was styled a 
"castor," a title that gave rise to the 
retort uttered by the first Baron Chelms- 
ford, when coming nway from a recep- 
tion wiith Lord Cockburn and Sir Fred- 
erick Pollock. Said Cockburn, chief 
justice, "I can't find my castor." "Then 
try Pollock's," rejoined' the Lord Chan- 
cellor. When tho century closed, M. 
Carolus Durau styled the unpopular but 
only head-covering worn by polite male 
society in town, "the last word of the 
horrible"; but, notwithstanding the 
vituperations of tho artistic and the 
slang of the period, the top hat con- 
tinues on its career undeterred by the 
hard things said about it. The reason 
of this lies in the startling fact that the 
_ topper," though most easily damaged, 
is one of the most Indestructible of 
things— a. fact that ought to prove con- 
soling to those members of parliament 
who. like Sir F. Powell in 1S07, after 
delivering a crushing speech, likewise 
crush their top hats by sitting on them, 
or nave them crushed by others.

Ellison intimated that should that not 
be afforded hint he would be obliged to 
take such steps on his own behalf as 
i He situation demands. 

Mr. Ellison was afterwards seen at 
the Balmoral hotel, and slated that he 
was desirous of seeing the end of this 
dispute. He had had about .-<2,tR)l) in- 
vested in property in Victoria West, 
which was intersected diagonally by 
the old rond, and in spite of the fact that 
there was a house on the property in 
question the returns had not netted him 
one per cent, per annum on his invest- 
ment. He was now just as be had been 
years ago, acting under the advice of his 
'solicitors. At that time he had built a 
fence across the road. It had been torn 
down. Three fences bad suffered that 
fate, the present being the fourth outrage 
of this sort under which he had suffered. 
He was building his fences in broad 
day light, and no one was offering any 
opposition, either by threatening his ar- 
rest or by any other legal proceedings, 
bill his opponents covered up their acts 
by darkness. Yesterday morning the 
fence had not been demolished until lif- 
ter midnight, sometime about day break 
he thought that it hud happened. If 
they would only conic out- in daylight, 
he himself would have no hesitation to. 
once more having recourse lo legal pro- 
ceedings and so again test any question 
thai might remain concerning the real 
rights of the case. He and Mr. Richard 
Hall were the two parties chiefly con- 
cerned, and they were both satislied that 
they had right on their side, and hoped 
soon to have those rights recognized. 

,Mr. Ellison tihought that the city 
sliould hurry up and do something, as the 
choice of action oleuriy lay with the cor- 
poration.

The marvelous 
part of the book Is the account we have 
in the diary of Miss Annie Taylor, of her 
Journey from Tan Chan to f'a-Chlen-Lu, 
through the heart of the "Forbidden Land."

Af- 
ter live years, a.s Slglsmund did not repay 
the money, Frederick lloheuzollerii forc^- 
elosed the mortgage, and established lilm- 
self a.s Frederick I. of IJrandenburg, and an 
elector of the empire. This was: the llrst 
advance of the Hohenzollerns. (iradually 
IncreaslnB their domains they became 
Dukes of Prussia, and In 1701 promoted 
themselves to the rank of king. And now 
William Iloheiizollern. descendant of the 
inoney-lcndinj; Ilm-grave of Nuremburg, 
Is the third Cerman Emperor. 

Xot cash, but children, formed the step- 
ping stone of the Imperial house of Aus- 
tria. The Ilupsbtirgs are the most Illus- 
trious family In Europe; bur they were 
only potty counts until the thirteenth cen- 
tury.

MINING IN THE 

SKEENA DISTRICT 



What Is Being Done on the 
Claims This Present 
Season. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Skeeuu Hivur, .May -A recent visit 
to the different claims on the Skeeuu 
waterway and through the Cascade 
range of mountains revealed an unpre- 
cedented amount of activity at almost all 
the camps. At Kitsilus Canyon, sever- 
al new strikes have been made, and in a 
majority of cases valuable leads have 
been laid bare, showing paying bodies o£ 
minerals, easily mined and of better 
color and quality thau has been the case 
with many of the older workings. 

At t lie Iron Mountain, Crystal and Tu- 
lon mines, Mr. C. Kendal has struck 
several rich reefs, and ut the Tulou espe- 
cially the ore on the dump, when tested 
in the strictest possibly way, shows, iu 
all values, anything from S100 to $41)0 a 
ton. Mr. Kendal is very hopeful for the 
future, and expects at an early date to 
have sulllcient outside capital interested 
iu his concerns to enable development to 
go more rapidly forward. The Hatzic 
claim, belonging to Mr. J. Wells, is im- 
proving greatly ill value, and as progress 
is being made rapidly and bedrock shows 
mineral value up to nearly $1,000, this 
should become one of the best specula- 
tions iu the range. The same results art- 
being found in the working of the Monte 
( hri-slo and Colden Eagle group, belong- 
ing to Anderson t \; Co.; at the Boot- 
jack, belonging to A. W. Vowel!, and the 
lioldtiuch, ow ned by Kaiison cm Co. The 
two properties that Mr. C.W.I). Clifford, 
M.F.F., is interested in, the I.X.I.. and 
the Kuimu, arc among the richest iu the 
mountain. The latter has been visited 
recently by several experts, and the opin- 
ions given after so far in ruling the 
value of the property as very high. 

.Mr, Sam. A. Singlchurst has renin 
ed from the South, and. according to his 
report, lie expects great things tins sen- 
son. Progress has not been too rapid 
here during tile last Hye years, ami the 
lull stories that have been circulated of 
the wonderful value of the mine have 
not been entirely borne out by facts. 
The property certainly is a good one, but 
no better than lal others in the vicinity; 
but development— the shaft is only sunk 
150 feet— has been very slow, perhaps 
owing to the position of the mine, 
which for a large part of the year is 
buried iu snow. Mr. Singlohtirst had 
nearly 00 men working last year, but so 
far this season only seven white men 
illld lis many Orientals have gone up the 
mountain. Quite a number of prospect- 
ors have gone back through the interior 
already this season, and messages have 
come to the river so far of two success- 
ful finds. 

Lome Creel; just now presents a busy 
appearance. Both mines there are 
working three shifts a .day, mid indica- 
tions point to a renewal of the activity 
of .'!.) pears ago, when 1,0(10 men Mere 
at the creek and a quarter of n million 
dollars was taken out in one year. 

Some prospectors have been going over 
the gravel of Copper river and Cold 
Creek river recently, mid working gold 
has been found, although In small Humi- 
lities. The nature of the country and 
the direction of the rivers lead one to 
believe that at some part of them the 
IllOtnl should be plentifully found. Cold, 
ill fuel, can easily be t raced all over the 
Cascades, the Kitsilus claim showing in 
almost all cases gold values of over 30 
per cent, and quito a big percentage of 
it should be free milling. 

The whole country here is naturally 
very valuable, but its value is largely 



discounted because of want of transpor- 
tation. Ore cannot be carried over the 
Skeeuu river iu paying quantities, and 
the prohibitive freight rates would hin- 
der shipping, even if shipping were pos- 
sible, and until a railway is run into the 
district, matters cunnot mend very 
much, A railway from the South could 
lind a good outlet to the river within 
six miles of the richest part of the moun- 
tain, anil from a private survey, I am 
led to believe tnat such a railway could 
he built for not more than ?:!0,000 a 
mile, and the engineering dilllculties 
would not he great. Mr. B. Powell has 
gone into Omiuoca country with Messrs. 
A. und C. I I'M earn, who represent an 
English syndicate. Messrs. O'Menra will 
likely take over the property of the Vital 
Creek Mining company, of which Mr. 
i'oweil is tin- representative.

THE WORLD OF LABOR. 



I HAVE been trying to read four 
books lately, and have only suc- 
ceeded with two of them. The 
iirst wiili which I tailed was Beu- 
jniuin ICidd's Principles of Western 
Civilization. My respect for Ben- 
jamin Kidd received a very rude shock. 
I have had a very great respect for him 
ever since he wrote Social Evolution. 
In that book lie defined the evolution of

he lias nlisolutely no interest, and which 
is operating largely in tin' interests of 
unborn generations. In n healthy inn 
progressive society the fundamental 
principle of its existence is that the se- 
cond tendency must bo continually sub- 
ordinated to the lirst." 

Of course Scientists with a capital S 
criticised Ins book severely. They said 
bis conclusions were arrived at by an- 
alogy and not by analysis ami numberless 
other of the hard things which the 
aroused materialist finds to pour out 
upon those who do not agree with him. 
Rut for all that the book was a work 
Which stimulated thought in anyone in- 
terested iu sociology, and though the 
style was somewhat involved, a seeoud 
reading would generally give, if not a I 
clear idea of wdial exactly was in the 
author's mind, a pleasant conviction i 
that he bad something there. In this 
second book be arrives at two categories j 
into which the development of civiliza- 
tion is to be placed. How he arrives at 
them I do not know. I could not find j 
out from his book. But after a hundred 
and forty pages of turgid repetition be 
did arrive, and bore they are: 

In the lirst epoch of social development I 
the characteristic and ruling feature is 
tlic supremacy of the causes which nro 
contributing to social efficiency by sub- 
ordinating the individual merely to the 
existing political organization. 

In the second epoch of the evolution 
of human society wo begin to be con- 
cerned with the rise to ascendency of 
the ruling causes which contribute to a 
higher type of social oiheiency by sub- 
ordinating society itself, with all its in- 
terests in the present, to its own future. 

The hitter is the characteristic of 
Western civilization ns opposed to Ml 
former civilizations. Having provided 
those two sacks, he pops on To dump 
every fact of history into one or other 
of them. If they will not go in. ho 
puts bis foot on them, seizes the edge of 
the Rack ami rams them in. The pro- 
cess is singular'.} - unconvincing, and T 
turned away from the book nt last, 
knowing that eithor I could not under- 
stand it, or that there was nothing in it 
worth understanding, ami tilled with 
rngo and disappointment at the inconse- 
quence of Mr. Benjamin Kidd. 

The other book I altogether failed to 
read was a hook called "Tarry Thou 
Till T Come.' - "It is introduced by n 
letter from Oenernl Lew Wallace as 
one of the six great novels of the 
world. All 1 can say is. "Please givo 
mo something not unite so great." Prom 
the first page to the last it is one car- 
mine shriek. It deals with the experi- 
ences of the "Wandering Tew from tno 
death of Christ to the destruction of 
Jerusalem. This individual yell* ami 
howls and raves rhroueli many pages of 
closely printed type. There is as much 
real tragedy or artistic setting in tlio 
book ns in the theatrical representations 
of a dime museum or the figures of a 
waxwork show. I could not read tlio 
book through and lose myself in it. 
which is the proper way to read a good 
book. I have not yet met Anyone who 
has. I may, if I live long enough. One 
of the books I did read was I ho Obihler- 
hridge Mystery, by fJuy Roothhy, That 
is- a terrible statement to make after 
confessing inability to appreciate one of 
tlio six great novels of the world. I 
am not a victim id - the Boothl.y habit. 
»s some of an earlier generation were 
of tin- Trollope habit, or others later Of 
[lie "Duchess" habit. I vastly prefer 
port wine to raspberry vinegar or ginger 
„ inc. Hut there are some books which 
have the quality of reiulnhloness. They 
nro .a peasant substitute for the tedium 
of .loin-' not ll inn. 1 have read many 
and iiinttv it novel by the "Duchess." 
and enjoyed them. too. I b. lio-ve a 
number of my readers have done the 
same. H'i' grammar is loose, her style 
is sloppy, and her situations and charac- 
ters are of monotonous sameness. But 
she had a power of weaving little 
'threads of pathos and humanity through 
her books. \nd that is literature, even 
without correct grammar or form. 

Another of tlio books T read and en- 
joyed was Nicholas Hohrook. It deals 
with the growth of the altruistic senti- 
ment, in the fourth possessor of an enor- 
mous fortune founded by pawnbroking, 
strengthened by cotton milling and slum 
ground i/mts. I would like to analyze 
the book and discourse learnedly about 
it, but in mercy will refrain. It is well 
worth reading. The only criticisms 
which should he made before a book is 
read over are those which have been 
written by one who has not read ii 
either.

Tlirc WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION 
ACT OF HOLLAND, 

(From Bulletin IM. V. S. Dept. of Labor.) 

The following Is n summary of th» main 
provisions of a recent law of Holland Which 
provides for the Insurance of working peo- 
ple against accidents. The summary has 
been prepared from an official copy of the 
ennotme-'i obtained through the Depart 
ment of State: 

This law Is defined as an "Act of Jan- 
uary 'J. 11)01, providing for the lcgnl In- 
surance of working people against pecuni- 
ary loss from accidents ln certain Indus- 
tries." It applies only to accidents received 
by working people during the exercise of 
tl'iclr trade In the service of nil employer, 
cither while working for wages or while 
'being trained for some trade and working 
without pay. 

The act specifies the Industries which 
come within the scope of the law. It cov- 
ers practically nil gainful occupations ex- 
cept the following, which are excluded: 
Farming, cattle raising, gardening, and for- 
estry: passenger and freight transportation 
on 'vessels other than those? engaged In 
trade from one domestic port to another, 
those remaining In the same port, and those 
on rivers and Inland waters exclusively: 
fishing, other than that on rivers and In- 
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A few years ago I was in a little town 
iu Tyrol; a fair was going on, and 
there Was a booth erected ill which was 
a puppet show.

I 
went into n booth there and sa w— iirst 
of all 11 representation of the Gospel 
story by actors, then a performance on 
the tight-rope, and the whole concluded 
with the laughable farce of "A liho>>t iu 
Spin- of Himself," from the English. 
The shadow picture may he said to be 
in its way a puppet show. A sheet is 
oi aw n tight,. and a strong light is placed 
behind it; • (lien performers in dumb 
show enact, sonu-t Iii 11 g between the light 
and lie- shs'st. The spectatoi-M on the 
further side see only the shadows. Very 
ludicrous effects can thus be produced, 
as of men losing their heads, being dis- 
embowelled hhd .-11 on. 

The last genuine puppet show I ever 
saw in England was some sixty years 
ago at a village fair. There was a little 
t heal re aud change of scenery, and the 
Iragedj enacted was the lied Ham, or 
the Murder of Maria Monk. It was ir- 
resistibly comic when .Maria - a badly 
dressed doll went into heroics, threw 
up her puppet nrm* and declaimed long 
and mud iu a falsetto voice. The mur- 
der, the discovery, the digging up of the 
body, the trial and the execution of the 
murderer were all enacted by the dull.-, 
and the dialogue was carried on hy the 
showman behind the scenes iu various 
tones of voice, the ligures being moved 
by threads from above. 

1 11 the park til Brussels may stili be 
seen 11 puppet show. It is not exactly 
Punch and Judy, but a farcin! enter- 
tainment carried on in the same manner 
by one mail who has his hands in tlio 
dolls, and who speaks from below; 
whereas in 1 he old puppet-shows the 
ligures were moved by threads from 
above. The show 11I Brussels, as I have 
seen it 011 two or three occasions, is 
somewhat coarse, and by no means suit- 
able for children to witness. What I 
witnessed last was a gentleman with a 
stupid servant, whom lie sent out to 
order various articles for the furnishing 
uf his house. The servant ill variably 
brings the wrong thing. Then in come 
the triidesiio".!, who have put down in 
their bills not only the articles; actually 
purchased, but also nil those things re- 
turned. Tin- gentleman resists, the 
tradesmen clamor for their money, they 
call in the police, ami the gentleman is 
arrested. Somehow or other— 1 forget 
how the foolish servant gets into a 
scrape, the master is released, and the 
servant is guillotined with a great 'effu- 
sion of blood. Punch and Judy forms 
the solo representative of the extinct 
puppet-show in England, and long tuny 
it he before it departs. I confess to n 
great weakness for Punch, and 1 never 
let an exhibition go by without slaying 
to see the whole performance. Hut 
Punch is becoming si-arc". Ho is taken 
to garden parties and to children's eutor- 
I a li.incni.s. Inn is rarely seen now in the 
streets. I a. 11 not alone in this. An 
ancient grave aid reverend stgnor, a 
friend of mini-, who lived entirely in the 
1 mi ni ry. came up f u London lor a day's 
shopping some years ago. lie hud 10 
return by the last iraui in the evening. 
\\ lieu he was hack. -'Well. ,.:.[ 1 lieu,]." 
said I . "done all I ha ; i'"i w cut to town 
for?" He pulled a .lice and said: 
"No I I 1 haven't ibvio anything 1 
would and resolved to Co ivht-ll I set 

out." 

"Why." I asked, "how is thUV" 
"The fact Is," said I.e. "I got up into 
Regent street and I — I — saw a Punch 
and Judy ill Conduit street.

How the Troops for the Coronation Will 
He Dealt. With. 

From Loud. ui Leader. 

As was generally aniicipated, the War 
Olllco have accepted the offer of the Al- 
exandra Palace trustees to accommodate 
the colonial troops for the coronation 
festivities, and in a few weeks' time the 
palace grounds will be studded with 
tents and picl uresiple with the brilliant 
and distinctive uniforms of many na- 
tionalities. 

The troops will number 2,5(10, of which 
Toil will Hie men ol color. F.ach colony 




Th.' recent reports of the large wash- 
up in the Montgomery mine, Lightning 
creek, has again turned public attention 
to the claims of old Cariboo, ami in this 
way I he illustration shown herewith 
ought to prove of more than passiug in- 

U'i'c-t. 

The picture of the gold escorl leaving 
Cariboo i^ from a photograph taken in 
18U3, and represents Barnard's express 
leaving Uarkerville with something like 
$150,000 in treasure. The armed escort 
is shown on foot just behind the horse- 
man, who curried the gold. Those were 

the days before the Vale-Ca ril wagon 

road had been built, and the trip from 
the mines to Yule— the bead of naviga- 
tion on the Fraser — hail to be performed 
on horsiiback or afoot; and although 
millions of dollars in dust was trans- 
ported to Victoria in this manner, such 
a thing ns u ho'.il-up or robbery of the 
express was unknown. When it is con- 
sidered that the distance from Uarkerville 
to Yale is about 40(1 miles, ami that for 
many years roadside bouses were exceed- 
ingly few and far between, this record 
of immunity from crime speaks vol anus 
for the administration of the laws in 
this province in early days. 

The second photograph was taken by 
Mr. It. Mayiiaril in LSliS, and shows 
Bnrkerville. on Williams creek, which 
was ami still is the centre of the Cariboo 
mining district, 'as it appeared just be- 
fore the historical lire. Mr. Maynard 
having the good luck to be on the spot 
at the time. His trip to Cariboo was 
made in a conveyance of his own and 
occupied some months, during which he 
WClired views of the interior of the prov- 
ince from one end of the wagon road to

With respect to the recent find, it may 
be stated raut, according to the Minister 
of Mines' report. Lightning creek pro- 
duced upwards of $13,000,<JOO in lO.lKHi 
feel, of its length. The Montgomery 
claim, from which 157 ounces of gold 
lire said to have been taken in 2-1 hours 
early this month, is .situated on 'Light- 
ning creek and close to the Victoria and 
Van Winkle claims, which in 1S74 paid 
most handsomely. The [files of the 
Daily iColonisI for that year afford 
nmple proof if the golden stream which 
was then iu '. II tide, setting from Bnr- 
kerville 10 Victoria. Almost weekly re- 
ports lire found in the columns of this 
paper published during that year, giving 
particulars of the "wash-up" for the 
week, and it is common to find 500 and 
liOO ounces credited to a single mine. 

The following interesting reminiscences 
of Cariboo in those early days is taken 
from the column-; of a recent issue of 
the Ashcrofl .Tonrnal : 

It is interesting in this connection to 
look buck a matter of 28 years, when 
Lightning creek was the centre of attrac- 
tion to the mining world. In the year 
1874 four claims— the Victoria, Vancou- 
ver. Vim Winkle and Vulcan-— yielded 
$479,080. The Victoria's donation that 
year was $107,-151. 

These claims are in the vicinity of tho 
Montgomery claim, and it may be Mont- 
gomery's personal knowledge of them 
was the incentive that urged him to 
work so persistently on his jiew elnke. 
He held 1111 interest in the Victoria claim 
wbich netted him about $20,000. The 
spring freshets always caused a cessa- 
tion of work ia the deep ground of Light- 
ning creek, and we believe that Mont- 



hs within easy distances of Bnrker- 
ville yielded handsome returns, helpin 
to bring the grand total up to $3,013,- 
530 in 18(53, a figure which since has not 
been rcai'lietl in placer mining in the 
Province, although the years 1S0-1 and 
"05 made almost as good returns. 

Cariboo district has yielded over $00,- 
000.000, nearly all of which was taken 
from a depth not exceeding (10 feet. Tubts 
were used to hoist the gravel, and tills 
equipment generally was such as men 
could make at a distance and 110 wagon 
roads. 

The foregoing is stillicient to turn the 
attention of the reader to the early 
history of the Cariboo district. The 
record is a matter of history ami is re- 
ferred to now because it .'is a record 
ia placer mining never excelled by any 
mining district |in the world of similar 
urea worked by primitive methods, and 
because of the discovery and investi- 
gations of other and deeper channels 
of u much earlier period. 

Ground Hint would not pay $15 to 
$20 a day wiu abandoned by the pioneer 
miners as unprofitable, and thev left 
Cariboo for other discoveries, ' The 
advent of tlie Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way into th,. Province resulted in cap- 
italists giving some intention to Cari- 
boo, and there is not the least possible 
doubt thai had they received fair en- 
couragement from the government in 
the way of overcoming the transporta- 
tion dilllctllty— and such encouragement 
as the record of the district warranted— 
that the deep ground would have been 
exploited years ago and thousands of 
men now employed. But the great ma- 
jority of the legislators preferred to 
open up entirely new- and promising fields 
to the utter neglect of that part wbich 
had really made and given a villus to 
our "sea of mountains." It is a condi- 
tion of things that cannot etand, Private

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THE OUTBREAK OF OBSTRUCTION 



A Pen and Pencil Picture of Proceedings in the Legislature. The Antics of the 
Opposition Reproduced for the Benefit of the People of the Province. 



On Monday and Tuesday of the past week the obstructive tactics of the Opposition reached a pitch without parallel in the proceedings of the House. On

of three years nt law, and who we're 
following a course nf letters simul- 
taneously, and although In- only ob- 
tained his I!. A. degree at the olid of 
the three years, and although he -was 
only called to the bar at the cm! of three 



years, he states that that gentleman 
should be introduced in the province of 
British Columbia, and he should be en- 
titled, as against our own students, to 
be called at once on pacing the exam- 
ination to the bar, and be allowed l" 
practice in our province. Now, I ask 
upon whnt line, of reasoning the legis- 
lature of the province of British Colum- 
bia can be compelled to give this gentle- 
man from abroad a preferential position 
hero— upon what line of reasoning is it 
that our own children and our own 
students in this province shall be placed 
in a disadvantageous ]K)sition ? This is 
exactly w hat he has reference to. Now, 
I may state that it is only the law of 
Kngliind where a student, if he happens 
to be for the period of three years, and 
be enters the ollice of ll barrister or soli- 
citor at the age of Hi, h,. would lit the 
termination ot' that period be entitled to 
take ins examinations, and to be called 
to Ho- bar. and admitted as a solicitor.

Now, Mr. Speaker, owing 
to this disadvantage that exists there, 
yon immediately prevent the- student 
from going to (he- province of Ontario 
and obtaining his degree there. Why 
should the senior member for Vancouver 
drive the- siudi-nts to go to the province 
of New Brunswick, ami it" it were a 
good law if this were a good law- why 
isn't it the law of Ontario'.' Why isn't 
it the- law of Ontnrio to-day that one 

can pice- I lo the- degree of' iB. A. and 

M. A. al one- ntul the same time V 1 
would ask tin- honorable- member to tell 
me if that is tin- law of the province of 
Onta rio. 

Mr. Eberts- -Thai Is Ihc law of Eng- 
land. 

Mr. M. -Phillips— That is the law <,f 
Kngliind. I believe it is of that kind. 
Iml we are not enacting the law of 
Kngliind in nil respects here, and the 

honorable, tin- attorney-general must r 

e.gnize- that although we are- a united 
portion of the> empire, yet -we are Cana- 
dians here, anil we are to see that 
our own interests nre properly protected 
-tin- other interests that are broader and 
higher. I say. Mr. Chairman, that it is 
not the law of Ontario; it is not the 
law of Manitoba, or it is not the law of 
I ho Northwest Territories: it is not the 
law of British Columbia today, and yet 
the honorable, the senior member for 
Vancouver City comes to us. and wants 
us tee pass a law, and he asks the Leg- 
islature- of the Province nf British Col- 
umbia to pass a law fn put the Prov- 
ince of New Brunswick in it preferential 
position in this province. Why should it 
be given this position, i.ind why 
should we legislate to the interests of 
Province of New Brunswick? I say. 
Mr. Chairman, if he could call up tin- 
precedent of the Province of Ontario, or 
if he calls up as n precedent the Prov- 
ine-e of Manitoba, or the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, or if ho should call up Prince 
Edward Island, or Nova Scotia as a pre- 
cedent we might see some ground, but 
he is only able to call the Province of 
New Brunswick as a precedent in this 
matter. Now, why is it? And again I 
appeal to you, sir, to ask that he shall 
make proper explanation -why tho stu- 
dents of the Province of British Col- 
umbia are to bo put in a disadvantage- 
ous position, because someone has appeal- 
ed to that honorable gentleman nud he 



comes from the Province of New Bruns- 
wick, and asks that this retroactive leg- 
islation should be passed, and to bring 
about a general law — a general law 
which drives our students from our 
shores here, and sends them to the 
Province of New 'Brunswick to lie edu- 
cated. The legal principle should be a 
principle of protection. Now, if the hon- 
orable gentleman is able to say that the 
legal profession is not crowded, while 
on the other hand it is crowded; if ho 
is able to claim that the public inter- 
ests are suffering; that lawyers are too 
few in number, then he would be justi- 
fied in bringing this law about, but I 
think, Mr. Chairman, ho will have to 
admit that thero nrw too many lawyers. 
The trouble in this House is only a few 
lawyers among a number who claim to 
be lawyers. I again say, and I make the 
appeal on behalf of the people of this 
province that we should not pass any 
legislation that is u matter of disad- 
vantage for our own citizens, and one 
which would be a matter of advantage- 
ous legislation for our sister provinces 
that offer us no reciprocal advantage, 
as in the case of the Province of New 
Brunswick. This Province of Now 
Brunswick which our honorable friend 
is going lo place in this advantageous 
position, it will not permit him to ob- 
tain the degree of B. A., which he could 
si, well and ably maintain — without the 
special requirements on his part. They 
don't admit that because he is a bar- 
rister of the Province of British Colum- 
bia he- should also be a barrister of 
New Brunswick, but yet the honorable 
gentleman thinks he could withdraw all 
the barriers, take them all down, 
and let those gentlemen come in here 
and virtually advocate our position here. 
We sbeciild formulate our legislation 
upon the- legislation of the Prov- 
ince of New Brunswick, and 1 
would ask him upon what line of rea- 
soning he can advocate this law. I know 
tin- honorable gentleman occupies a very 
big position. 1 might have- felt satis- 
lied to have- sat in my place ami offered 
no word of disapproval in this legisla- 
ture, lent I felt it was my duty to give 
tuy opinion, ami I felt that 1 would not 
allow him to make this law, ami I wish 
to show you the- very great wrong, the 
i ery great hardship which is to be per- 
petrated on our own young men in 
(he Province of British Columbia. Yet, 
while although it suits his purposes to- 
day to act for those who are without 
the borders of British 'Columbia, and 
while he is able, by bis big influence over 
the 'benches of the legislature of the gov- 
ernment to pass this law. yet I felt that 
1 was in duty bound to demonstrate the 
inequitableress of any such law, ami I 
feel, Mr. Chairman, if the honorable 
members of this House have n 
proper conception of their duty, 
and their responsibility as to 
the young men of this province they 
will not make this luw. There is no 
public interest that commends or de- 
mands that we should make it the law, 
but the public interests demand that we 
should refuse to mnke this the law. 
(In reply to Mr. Martin.) 

Now, in regard to what the honor- 
able member for Vancouver City states, 
1 state that there are only two places 
in the empire, to my knowledge, whore 
students can obtain the degree of B. A. 
and be able to take advantage of this 
proposed legislation. One place is the 
Mother Country, or Kngb'iid itself, more? 
properly speaking. There it is possible 
to attain the degree of B. A. in a 
university of England, and at the same 
time to take the degree of bn rrister-ut- 
law, but at the same time the profession 
is divided there, and that can only he 
clone in the case of bnrrister-ut-law, It 
cannot he done with regard to the posi- 
tion of solicitor. Wo well know that 
most barristers-at-biw are solicitors in 
this province, ami the result of this law 
is that it places both professions in the 
same position. Now, in England, it is 
only a preferential position in this re- 
gard us far as barristers arc concerned. 
Then there is only the one province that 
I know of in the Dominion of Canada. 

Mr. Eberts — Nova Scotia. 

Mr. Mi-Phillips (continuing)— No I don't 
believe it is in Nova Scotia. The con- 
sequence of this is if the student hero 
has a rich parent, and if this becomes 
law, he can se.-ud him either to England 
or to New Brunswick, and he sends 
them there, and nt the age of eighteen, 
say. the student is sent from the Prov- 
ince of British Columbia to either Eng- 
land oi- New Brunswick, and at the uge 
of twenty-one years he attains his degree 
of B. A., and h« attains later on the 
degree of hurristcr-at-law, and then ho 
c. lines to the Province of British Coltliu- 
I'ia, and be- immediately claims the right 
lo be- admitted to I be bar after passing 
Ho- examination. On the other hand, a 
student at the age of eighteen goes into 
■in ollice f,u- the purpose of practising 
law. and In- has to write l.i the effect 
'hat he will serve under that solicitor 
for I he term of live- years, and only, at 
the end of the expiration of live years, 
will be, if in- passes the necessary ex- 
auiinntion, be culled a bnrrister-at-law. 
On lln- other hand, the student who has. 
gen,- to England or New Brunswick 
comes ln-re, and immediately at. the ex- 
piration of three years claims the right 
to be admit ted ],> t he pra.-t ice of law. 
However, if he is not a graduate-, then, 
"i course-, tin- period of live years will j 
stand against him. Now, Mr. Chairm m, I 
in no event in this oiler advanced by the 
honorable, the senior member for Van- 
couver City does that offer mean any- 
Ihing. It- only meaning is this, that 'a 
student would have to leave the province, 
juid g'», us I say to my knowledge there 
i- only the on,, province in Camilla, and 
Iliat is New Brunswick, and he goes 
there, and gets his degree, .simultaneous 
with In- ilegr if b-ttc-rs, ami simul- 
taneous with his degree in law; and then 
lie call come here, and take this ad- 
vantageous position, and if he does not 
Ibis, then he must take I he disad- 
vantageous position against tin- one who 
went to the Province of New Brunswick. 
1 I"' offer 1 say means nothing. It 
Practically means that we have to send

Mr. McBride— I was proceeding to ex- 
plain thai this is a most important vote 
thai will be discussed in the committee 
of supply, and c.inseijuent ly 1 will like- 
'he opportunity of discussing the same. 
Now, Mr. Speaker, in reference lo the 
first item of .1^7,7(11.40, I will make a 
review of the information I am trying 
lo a. 1. luce. I might remind honorable 
gentlemen that this money -was borrowed 
I'm- the- purpose- of aiding in the' con- 
struction of a line of railway in the 
province of British Columbia, anil also 
for the- imirpose of securing funds to aid 
in the cojistruct'ioii of some- public works 
oi the upper country. Now, I have 
nothing whatever to offer as to the wis- 
dom or i he appropriation of such a 
large amount of money for the construc- 
tion of public- works. I can say, how- 
ever, in regard to the construct! mil 

completion of the railway dock at Ksqiii- 
nialt, it has proven to be a very groat 
benefit indeed to the shipping interests 
of the North Pacific. Now, Mr. Speaker, 
if you will remember, in connection witli 
this Joan the ordinary incidentals that 
accrued, I enquired from my honorable 
friend, the Minister of FMnance, for cer- 
tain data as to the board of trustees and 
where the stock was held. Now, I do 
'lot know, but I think that the honorable 
gentleman has bail ample opportunity to 
get this information, and I trust before 
'he vote is carried that I will have the 
true facts in this connection— not that 
the matter is of very great importance. 
Now, the next item is $17,154.45. This 
i<s interest under the Loan Act of 1877— 
twelve months' interest at 4V&- Now, 
sir, I have information before me which 
'•'"ill afford me much pleasure indeed in 
notifying the committee as to that par- 



ticular legislation. You will notice in 
the years that elapsed from the time of 
the notation, the interest on our deben- 
tures was diminished Wi per cent., and 
in order to secure funds for this country 
in 1.S77 it was necessary to arrange for 
debentures at fi per cent. Of cotffse, 
Mr. Chairman, this particular change in 
the local securities of this country was 
undoubtedly brought about by the con- 
st ruction and completion of the Cana- 
dian Paeilic Hailway. Prior to the 
year of 1S77 everything was at a stand- 
still, and there was a considerable 
amount of discussion indulged in as to 
when the transcontinental railway across 
Canada was to be completed. In fact, 
Mr. Speaker, so expensive was the 
carrying out of that great work, parti- 
cularly as concerned the section of the 
province of British Columbia, that it 
was n very great matter of doubt by 
merchants and leading commercial men 
as to whether the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way would ever be an acknowledged 
fact within the next twentynhve or 
thirty years, and such opinions from a 
source of that kind certainly retarded 
the- general prosperity of this country. 
The very healthy and active commercial 
influences which had been so prominent 
in this country on account of the dis- 
covery of the gold fields at Cariboo suf- 
fered very keenly indeed when the main 
excitement in connection with this class 
of mines died away, and those of us, Mr. 
Chairman, who were in thies country in 
the middle and the lute part of that 
perior realized the hard times that were 
prevalent at that time. I can recall 
very readily the visit in ISTti of the 
Uoveruor-Goneral of Canada, a visit 
occasioned by some very strong protests 
occasioned by the people in this country 
in regard to the carrying out of an 
overdraft. And, Mr. Speaker, so acute 
was the situation here at the time of 
that distinguished gentleman's visit that 
it was commonly remarked on nil sides 
that the usage which we had been given 
by the eastern portion of the Dominion 
of Canada was sillllcient to justi'y a 
separation of this provim-e from the 
Dominion. All of these things, the lack 
of funds anil the drying out of the excite- 
ment in the Cariboo gold mines, and the 
want of proper and ready means of 
transportation— that is, what I call hard 
times in this country— it nil led up lo 
the notation of the loan at the- enormous 
rate of interest of fi per cent. You must 
remember that at that time- we had a 
great many provincial debts, and under 
ordinary circumstances the lirst mori- 
guge must certainly have been considered 
a very speculative investment indeed by 
l he company floating the loan, but coii- 
soepicntly the loan at li per cent, wis 
accepted. The const ruction of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, so far as British 
Columbia was concerned assumed an ac- 
complished fact aspect, ami it was not 
many months after the return of the 
(rnrcrnor Genera! to Ottawa that the' 
Eastern people commenced to look upon 
the- case- of tin' province of British Col- 
umbia in a more just and fairer light, 
and, therefore-, the legislation of the 
Dominion House made it possible for 
the contract of the British Columbia sec- 
tion of the C. P. it. to be Jet, and as a 
result of this action there were thou- 
sands of men employed in the sections of 
the province of British Columbia on the 
railway grades, and the opening up <if 
the railway was the means of bringing 
about better times; there was an activ- 
ity on all sides, the outlook was much 
brighter, business was better, and there 
was no part of the Dominion nt that 
particular time enjoying more prosperity 
than the province of British Columbia. 
It was neci-ssary as a consequence of 
the large increase in the population of 
this country generally, and the very 
marked change in its position, that it 
was necessary more funds should he got, 
and accordingly an act was passed to 
authorize a loan of $1,000,000, of which 
the sum of $17,154.45— which is twelve 
months' interest at •i'/fi per cent.— is n 
portion of that particular loan which is 
now engaging the attention of this com- 
mittee. Now, I have the I.oaa Act of 
1ST" before me, ami 1 will take much 
pleasure indeed in referring your ntten- 

I to I be same. ll reads as follows: 

"An Act to authorize a loan of 
$1.0(10,000.— Whereas it is expedient to 
raise n beau, therefore Her Majesty, by 
and with the consent of the legislative 
assembly of tin- province of BriHsh 
Columbia, enacts ns follows: It snail 
be lawful for the lieuteiiant-governor-in- 
council Tor the time being or tile said 
province, from time to time, or at any 
time hereafter, to cause to be made out 
anil issued debentures secured upon iho 
general revenue of said province, for 
smili sum or sums not exceeding one 
million dollars in the whole." 

Mr. Speaker— It is not necessary. 

Mr. McBriile— I will explain, Mr. 
Speaker, what it menus. I am not dis- 
cussing it. Mr. Chairman. I have the 
light, to discuss it, Mr. Chairman. 
Surely. Mr. Chairman, you are not ser- 
ious. I am only opening my remarks. 
I don't intend to repeat any of my re- 
marks. It will take me several days to 
get through with the few words I have 
got to say. I have not completed by 
;.uy means— if the honorable gentlemen 



will allow me one moment. You will 
find it more satisfactory, so that the 
time of the committee cannot be taken 
up in discussing an item. Now, Mr. 
Chairman, when the time comes for me 
to sum up the few remarks on this 
vote, I shall have no hesitation in noti- 
fying you how my vote will be recorded, 
but up to that time I think I can justly 
claim the privilege of the whole on 
this debate. Now, Mr. Chairman, the 
next item is ^17,10-1.45. I would like 
to cull your attention to this item. Now, 
sir, this committee has the right to in- 
quire into all the circumstances, and to 
have all the data before them as to how 
these amounts are reached. If, Mr. 
Speaker, it was not the intention of the 
constitution under which this party was 
called that these matters be submitted to 
a vote of the committee, why have they 
included them in the estimates'/ I am 
perfectly within my rights, and if, sir, 
you can show me my present course is 
outside the rules of the government, and 
outside the work of this committee, I will 
most cheerfully obey the order of the 
chair. I believe, Mr. Chairman, you 
want me to tell you at this particular 
moment whether I shall vote yea or nay 
in connection with this grant. Now, Mr. 
Chairman, 1 am not prepared to tell you 
now I am going to vote until I sum up 
afterwards, and until after I speak with 
the Minister of Finance. I may change 
my mind, and I don't want to be stulti- 
lied by being held up by the chair. 
1 want to discuss this matter at length. 
This is the place, and now it is time for 
.-uch a discussion. 

Mr. Chairman — I just want to prevent 
the- honorable gentleman from discussing 
I he public debt. Me is violating all pre- 
cedents in this House. The public debt 
has to bej paid. There has never been 
any discussion on this at all. It' the 
honorable- gentleman is against the pay- 
ing of this item it is for him to vote for 
or against it. 

Mr. McBride— Whether I am for or 
against it is my business. 

Mr. Chairman— I don't wish the hon- 
orable gentleman to think it has ever 
been permitted in this House. It has never 
been heard of in discussion. The honor 
eif the country is involved in this, and 
I only wish to show the honorable gen- 
tleman in discussing this item the po- 
sition he would be in. 

Mr. Mc-Ilride — I know it is not the cus- 
tom to discuss these votes al length in 
this House, hut sir, the circumstances 
thai surround us in this Assembly lire 
so entirely different from any that ever 
heretofore surrounded the parliament of 
British Columbia that it is incumbent, 
particularly upon some honorable gen- 
tlemen in this House, to take a different 
course. Now, Mr. Chairman, I have in- 
formed the government if certain condi- 
tions were entered into or agreed upon 
between the government and the opposi- 
tion the opposition would have no cause 
to discuss this question. As a con se- 
quence it is necessary for the oppo- 
sition party to go into all these matters. 
It is quite 'possible that it will take three 
or four months hefore we get through 
with these votes, because I can say, sir, 
without the slightest hesitation, the party 
| of which I am the leader in this legisla- 
ture is determined to see that the fullest 
I investigation is made into all matters 
'of supply before a single vote is passed. 
| I say that the object of this party is 
io go into all these votes— go into the 
I commit t e or supply, and it is likely it 
i will take four or live months to deal 
with what is before us, anil the govern- 
ment might just us well understand that 
I now, as Inter on — just as well, 
j Mr. Eberts— It might take six months. , 
I Mr. McBride— Yes, ami it might take' 
j twelve months, as far as I am concerned 
jit might take the government two years, 
because 1 think it would certainly bej 
'in the interests of the country to get' 
j the government out of the way as 
speedily as possible-, even if it meant 
l hat not one member of the government 
came bach to this House, because it 
would make the people have more enn- 
Hdence in the country, and in its govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Chairman— You must not go into 
the question as to whether the govern- 
ment is capable or not, because it will 
certainly mean that it must take cer- 
tain ine-ans to compel him to obey the 
rules of the- House, and be must confine 
himself to these rules, and he must not 
enlarge upon the policy of the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. McBride— I apologize. 

Mr. Chairman— I urn quite wil'.inng to 
sit. here nud listen to the honorable gen- 
tleman as long as lie likes, but he must 
not go into the policy, of. the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. McBride- I will take very great' 
I care, Mr. 'Chairman, that no transgres- 
! sion will come from inc. I wish now 
(hat yon would address the honorable', 
I the attornoy-genaral. 

; -Mr. Chairman— I say now that the hon- 
orable', tho attorney-general, is out of 
order. 

Mr. Eberts— I only wanted* to get his 
views on the adjournment.

( 'A N A I ) I AN COK UNDUJl. 

Vast Deposits of Abrasive Material Be- 
ing Worked in Ontario. 

It will be perhaps news to the ordi- 
nary Canadian, says the Toronto Star, 
to learn that not only is Canada the 
world's chief source of supply for nickel 
and asbestos, but also for corundum. 
The opening up of the now famous de- 
posit, which was located in 1S07 by geol- 
ogists, has revolutionized the abrasive 
trade. 

For over two thousand yenrs emery 
has beeu the standard abrasive. The 
chief sources of supply for it, the Island 
of Naxos in the Grecian Archipelago 
and Asia Minor, were known to the 
ancient Greeks and Romans. It was 
in tho search for corundum that emery 
was lirst discovered. Emery is an im- 
pure form of corundum, containing 
from 00 to 70 per cent of oxide of iron, 
combined with alumina, besides the 
lln or -ID per cent of corundum, which 
gives it value as an abrasive. 

Until the discovery of the large de- 
posited in Ontario, corundum, iu its pure 
form, was looked upon us a rare 
mineral. The gem varieties of oriental 
rubies and sapphires were practically 
the only ones known, although in 
(lie' 70's some excitement was caused 
ley the! discovery of corundum deposits 
in Georgia and North Carolina. These, 
however, have proved to be more pockets 
oceuring as they do in a secondary for- 
mation. The deposits in Ontario are of 
primary origin, hence their permanency 
ie: assured. Craig mine mountain in 
South Renfrew is not only the largest 
deposit of corundum known, but is also 

f the greatest ore bodies in the 

world. The Ontario government esti- 
mate the corundum in sight at several 
million tons., as sot. forth in the report 
of tin- Bureau of 'Mines for 1808. 

B. A. C. Craig, well-known us 
"Corundum Oraig," arrived in the city 
recently from Craigmount, the scene 
of the mining operations. Mr. Craig 
stales that owing to the recognized 
superiority of corundum over cmery 
as an abrasive it' will be neecssr.ry 
for the Canadian Corundum company 
to erect a concentrating plant with 
ten times the capacity of the present 
mill, Although now running 24 hours a 
day it is impossible for the present 
facilities to cope with the demand. The 
onlers from England,. 'France and Ger- 
many have reached unexpectedly large 
proportions, and at tho present rate 
of going it was safe to hope that it 
would not be long before they con- 
trolled the trade of tho world, nature 
having vested Ontario -with a world, 
monopoly of this Important mineral.
